The Reason for Its Peculiar Flavor and 


the Method of Curing. 


In the case of perique tobacco the 


Gripping of the midrib from the leaf 
ratisea the leaf to fall into two lateral 
wives, which are placed on top of each 
)ther in such n manner that the blade of 
one half of the leuf alternates -with the 
ipes of the other. These are then 
wisted into what are called "torquets." 
These torquets are folded upon them- 
jelves, side by side, aud are placed in 
itrong boxes, which are about twelve 
nchos square, and subjected to pressure. 


After twenty-four hours these torquets 


are taken out and repacked in the same 
uanner as before every twenty-four 
aours for a period of a week, the idea 
s evidently to svibject the torquets 


;o a \im forra pressure throiighout. After 
this period has elapsed these torquets are 
repacked every three days for about two 
weeks. During all this time the tobacco 
is subjected to a constant, stead}' pres- 
sure with a press of the most primitive 
kind. 


I should not forget to state that after 


the tobacco has been placed in the press 
one week n black juice flows out of the 
box, which has a pleasant odor, not un- 
like freshly cooked prunes. 
Square 


pieces of cottonacle, 18 by 18 inches, are 
laid out, and on these the torquets are 
opened, or, to use the term of the Eng- 
lish speaking Arcadians, the torquets 
aro unraveled, great care being neces- 
sary to separate each leaf. 


The largest leaves are laid upon the 


cot, 
nade first, so that when rolled the 


largest leaves will servo as a covering of 
the carrotte presently to be described. 
The smaller leaves are placed longitudi- 
nally upon the larger ones rmiil three 
and one-half to four pounds are placed 
upon the piece of cottonade, the ends of 
which are turned inwardly. The cot- 
tonade and contents are now rolled into 
carrottes, the ends of the cottonade are 
pulled out and a string tied to each end 
to prevent the carrotto from opening, and 
the whole wrapped in a clothesline, 
usnallv made of cotton. 


Thl*wrapping is performed in the 


primitive manner that characterizes the 
operation throughout. Use is made of 
a windlass and a rope; the end of the 
rope is made fast to the carrotte, passed 
around a post (driven into the ground), 
a twist is now made around the carrotte, 
and with each turn of the carrotte the 
pressure is increased. This is continued 
until the whole of the carrotte is envel- 
oped; the end is made fast by passing it 
through several turns of the rope. This 
finishes the carrotte, but, before it is 
placed upon the market, it is allowed to 
age, which is usually from six months 
to a year. During this time the tobacco 
is allowed to undergo a slow fermenta- 
tion, which gives the aroma and taste 
that distinguish this tobacco from, all 
others. 


The amount of perique grown and 


manufactured lias averaged, during the 
five years preceding 1890, 19,000 car- 
rottes of four pounds per annum. 
Wholesale tobacconists have expressed 
the doubt that any modern method 
would produce tobacco with as fine 
flavor as that produced by the old and 
primitive manner just described.— Phar- 
maceutical Era.

An Automatic Wrapper. 


One of the most ingenious and at th< 


same time practically useful among th< 
automatic machines which have been in 
troduced is a device which forms, fills 
weighs and seals packages in those es 
tablishments where large quantities o 
goods, such as fine cut tobacco, soda 
starch, etc., are constantly put xip. The 
operation by which tliis result is accom 
plished, though decidedly novel, is no 
at all complex in any particular, the ma 
chine consisting merely of a series o 
forming blocks, receptacles, folders 
guintners «md feeders, all working in 
mutual harmony, bo that the package 
are smoothly and continuously produced 


The forming blocks successively siz 


the paper, which instantly afterwari 
is wrapped aronnd them, folded an< 
gummed at the cud: the paper sacks ar 
then plunged into receptacles filled wit' 
the commodity with which they are in 
tended, finally folded on top and sealet

RBPOBT OF THE AGRICULTURAL 


DEPARTMENT. 


Secretary Rusk of the Agricultural 


Department has completed his annual 
report. 
He estimates that the bountiful 


crops of the present year exceed in value 
those of last year by $700,000,000. Dur- 
ing the first three months of the present 
year, that is from July 1st to October 1st, 
the exports of cereals aggregated $70, • 
000, and the indications are that the ex- 
ports of grain this year will exceed those 
of any previous year. 


There h'asbeen an increaae of $28,000,- 


000 in the imports of foreign products 
during the ten months of the present 
year, the increase being noticeable in 
sugar, tea, coffee and other agricultural 
products, which the Secretary says do 
not compete with home products. 


The report states that in most, if not 


all, European countries inspectors freely 
pass for consumption, the most of ani- 
mals affected with foot and mouth dis- 
ease, and pleuro pneumonia, which, ac- 
cording to the views and customs of this 
country, must be condemned. 
However, 


meat for foreign market is expected the 
same as that designed for home con- 
sumption, and in this respect, as in oth- 
ers, we have met the objections raised to 
American products, and not only re- 
moved the cause, but have gone beyond 
what was'asked. Up to October 1st, 1,- 
016,014 animals were inspected; 62,672 
carcasses of hogs were examined micro- 
scopically and only 1,926 
were con- 


demned. The losses to pork raisers in 
the last ten yenrs, owing to the prohibi- 
tion in foreign countries, is estimated at 
$260,000,000. 


The Secretary deems it important that 


people of foreign countries should be in- 
formed of our resources and facilities for 
supplying their wants, and also that his 
department should keep the farmer fully 
informed of the markets, He also con- 
gratulates the country, notwithstanding 
sugar has been placed oo tha free list, 
upon the success of tbo experiments in 
the extraction of sugar from sorghum, 
nnci notes with satisfaction tho general 
and growing interest shown by all classes 
in the causo of agriculture. 


In reviewing the work of the iljpart- 


ment's division of chemistry with refer- 
ence to the adulteration of foods, the 
Secretary especially notes the adultera- 
tions in coffee, which is found to extend 
to a large 
percentage, 
not only of 


ground coffee, but 
of 
coffee 
beans. 


Wholly artificial beans have been intro- 
duced in the marker. These beans are 
imported, and tho Secretary urges that 
their importation as well ns manufacture 
and use in this country be prohibited. 


The experiments in producing rain are 


briefly alluded to, but there is no data 
at hand which would justify any conclu- 
sions on tho subject.

TENNESSEE MINERS AND CONVICTS. 


Dispatches from Nashville, Tennessee, 


indicate that a reiga of terror exists in 
the coal regions in the eastern part of that 
Statu. The miners a week ago liberated 
the convicts who were hired out by con- 
tract to work in the coal and iron mines, 
furnished them with citizens' cloihes and 
burned the stockades in which they were 
confined when not at work. Capital, al- 
ways sensitive, refuses to enter East Ten- 
nessee and tvvo iron companies, one with 
$ 100,000,000, aud the other with $50,- 
000,000 capital organized to work the 
mines at Elizabethtown and Bristol have 
withdrawn, the directors claiming that 
as the State is not able to protect its own 
own interests, cannot protect the inter- 
est of capital. 


The mountaineers, who released the 


convicts arc said to have sworn that the 
State shall not rebuild the stockades and 
if the convicts are sent back to Brick- 
ville and Coal Creek they will be butch- 
ered in cold blood. 
The law is now 


openly defied and there will bo blood- 
shed if an attempt is made to rebuild the 
stockades. 


The miners are well armed and Gov- 


ernor Buchanan has ordered the pur- 
chase of fifty Galling guns and thou- 
sands of small arms. The State has paid 
so far $16,800 for the capture of con- 
victs and the lessees steadily refuse to 
comply with their part of tho contract. 
The Sheriff of Anderson county, in whicn 
the mines are situated, has been re- 
quested by tbe Governor to maintain or- 
der or resign, and he has been notified 
by a committee of miners that if the 
convicts are brought back, everyone of 
them will be killed. 


The situation is said to be extremely 


critical. 
The miners are determined to 


prevent convict labor from being em- 
ployed, and menu business. They are 
encouraged by free miners in Kentucky, 
Alabama and Virginia, and unless wise 
counsel prevails, there will be a con- 
flict between the State troops and min- 
ers.

Be Known a Good Deal About DOJJS unil 


Doesn't Relievo That Many of Them 
Go Mad—Hydrophobia Is Imngiuatlon 
Some of HU Experiences With Cnaoi. 
"Can a man scare himself to death 


after having been bitten by a dog whicl: 
isn't mad?" I asked Superintendent Han- 
kinson, of the American Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, one 
day, as he sat in his little office on Twen- 
ty-second street 


Mr. Hankir.son is a good natnrec] 


looking man with reddish hair, who ia 
afraid of nothing and nobody: certninly 
not of hydrophobia quacks. 


"Why, certainly," he said, with de- 


cision. 
"That man down in Asbury 


Park who was bitten by a cat was 
soared to death. He never had hydro- 
phobia. He died of nervous prostration 
brought on by worry over an imaginary 
danger. His friends were all pitying 
him and hoping he wouldn't die, and 
phrophesying that he would, and he was 
a man of nervous temperament, as edu- 
cated people sometimes are, and it sim- 
ply killed him. I suppose he read up in 
the books about hydrophobia and it 
turned bis head. That's all there was 
about it. 
Do you remember what a 


great howl there was about those New- 
ark boys who were bitten by a 'mad 
dog,' and who were sent over to Pasteur 
to be 'cured?1" 


"Why, of course, who doesn't?" 
"Well, it's quite easy to cure a disease 


that never existed. Those boys never 
had hydrophobia and never would huve 
had it. The doga didn't have it. Dur- 
ing that excitement we went to Newark 
and found a lot of doga shut up. We 
asked to be allowed to take them away 
to our stables, but the people wouldn't 
have it. Do you know what was done 
with those dogs.J After the excitement 
was all over they were given back to 
their owners, every one of them 
Not 


one was killed. Not one of them had 
anything worse than a fit. Why, our 
men are constantly handling dogs, get 
bitten again and again, but they never 
dream of having hydrophobia. It's a 
myth 
Theie isn't any such thing " 
A CASE OF IMAGINATION. 
" Then you don't believe in the exist- 


ence of such a disease?" 1 asked, think- 
ing that, as Mr. Hankinson probably 
knows more about animals than any 
other man in America, he must be good 
authority, 
" No, I don't. There may be such a 


disease, but I don't believe it. I never 
saw a case or knew of one positively." 
" How about these doctors who ctue 
it?' I asked. 
" They don't cure anything. I asked a 


man who makes a specialty of treating 
hydrophobia, as he calls it, it' he ever saw 
one single casie of hydrophobia to which 
he could swear He refu&ed to answer, but 
he told me this story 'A man came to 
him one day in terrible distress. 
He had 


been bitten by n dog; he feared madness; 
he could not sleep at night and was 
afraid he was going to die. He begged 
the doctor to treat him. Tho doctor said 
it was too late; the period of inocula- 
tion had passed, and it would be no good 
now. 
If he had hydrophobia there was 


no way to stop it.' 


"The man went away, but came back 


the next day nearly frantiu. He hadn't 
slept a wink and begged the doctor to do 
something for him 
So the doctor took 


the man into his operating room and 
gave him a hypodermic injection of 
water—just puie Croton water. 
He 


went away, slept for the first time in 
two weeks and came back the next day 
for more water, and again the next, and 
was soon perfectly cured. The doctor 
told me that himself, and he professes to 
cure hydrophobia. 


SHK AVAL MAD 


"Why," continued Mr. Hankinson, 


"I've had a woman in hysterics right in 
that chair you're sitting in because a dog 
had bitten her. She wanted me to kill 
the dog. I wouldn't do it. Then she 
screamed in a terrible way. 
When, she 


stopped I said to her: 'Madam, you ought 
to be ashamed of yourself. A woman of 
your intelligence I 
You've interrupted 


the business of the office and drawn a 
big crowd under the window to listen to 
your yelling, and all for a whim.
